I have my 75A4 on the bench and just installed the AVC mod as directed 
in two ER articles (13 & 47) written by Beatty and Osterwald. Works 
great. 


Then I remembered that my A4 had a hum problem when listening with 
headphones. I plugged in my pair and sure enough the hum is there loud 
and clear humming away! This is interesting because the hum is present 
with both RF and AF controls set to zero. The 7704A scope shows about 
70 mV of a grassy looking 60 Hz saw tooth on the headphone jack. 


Looking at the reference for mods given by Osterwald in ER issue 47 
pg.10, I found a comment that hum was a problem but supposedly fixed by 
a Collins service bulletin #2, after s/n 2714. I looked in my A4 manual 


and sure enough the mod was there. But, my A4's s/n is 5445 and it 
already has this mod. So it appears that I now have nothing to look 
forward to as far as a mod £1ix is concerned. Since the A4 is an old 
receiver, I suppose that I could have bad part/s somewhere. Or perhaps 
the hum is being introduced via transformer wires coupling into the 
audio chain. So now I am hoping that I might solicit some help from the 
group. 


If you have a 75A4, please use a pair of headphones and listen for hum. 
As I previously mentioned, what I hear does not go away by turning down 
either RF or AF front panel gain controls. Then let me know your 
results.

Anchorites, 


My latest treasure, snagged in the early morning hours at the 
Gaithersburg, Md. hamfest, is a Russian maritime radion known as a 
Volna-K Volna means wave in Mother Russia, and the surprising complete 
manual has a blue and white wave motif on the cover complete with a 
trawler logo. 

The set appears to have been designed in the '50's or ‘60's. It 
employs 17 tubes, mostly Russian equivalents of 6BA6, 6BE6, and 6AK5's. 
Nine bands cover 12KHz to 23MHz, less most of the broadcast band. The 
circuit is double conversion above 1500KHz with IF of 915KHz and 85KHz. 
An LC filter at the second IF provides selectivity of 6, 1.5, and 
@.5KHz. The fairly large "rainbow" dial is augmented by a sexy 
projection dial for reasonably precise tuning. There is a crystal 
calibrator with 100KHz and 1MHz positions. Components and build quality 
are very good. The cabinet and front panel have a very nice hammertone 
grey finish. 

A lot of "Germanisms" are apparent when compared to my WWII Fu.H.E.a 
intercept receiver: The front panel is taller than wide (15" by 12"). 
Dial is large and easy to read. The tuning knob and RF gain are on the 
lower left for easy left-hand operation while copying code. Band 
selection is by way of a turret tuner. Set is semi-modular, with cast 
subassemblies with ample shielding. Resistors are mostly metal film 
units. And, a front panel meter monitors the plate current of the 10 
tubes in the signal path for easy fault isolation. 

Do any of you know anything about the history and application of this 
set? It appears to have been tooled for mass production and the serial 
number is in the 70,000 range. The redio appears to be commercial rather 
than military. 

For those of you who saw the receiver, I replace the dial window, and 
made anew dial scale via the scanner and Corel Photo Paint. It look 
much better now.

Out here in Bloomington, Minnesota, we don't see quite the rich array of 
goodies that show up at hamfests in the overcrowded parts of the country. 
So a lot of the stuff in my basement has been shipped in - even one that 
was PU Only in Connecticut. All kinds of packing cases were used, and all 
went into the garage because I might want to ship something out again, 
some day. I mean, heavy boxes are expensive, you don't just throw them 
away. 


Then Bloomington sponsored a free pickup day to encourage us all to clean 
out our garages. I think they also wanted to keep stuff from being thrown 
down by the Minnesota River that would pollute the water. The rules were 
no shingles, no concrete, nothing over a hundred pounds each box, no oil 
or liquids - and no electronics.

The Peoria Hamfest served to reinforce last year's observation that charging 
$10 to tailgate sellers is the death-knell for a hamfest. But it did 
produce an interesting receiver that's also quite a looker: a model RAZ-1, 
built in 1942 for the Bureau of Ships. This is a four-tube regen set 
covering 15-600 kcs, and unlike the more common RBA/RAK VLF receivers, this 
one is a light-weight at only 29 pounds. It's bandswitched, uses the 
National velvet-vernier type dial even though it was made by RCA 
Radiomarine, and has a "Special chromium panel" which is quite distinctive 
and stunning. Best of all, it came with an original manual in mint 
condition. 


Anyone have one of these beasts? The whole setup included a matching 
"rectifier power unit" and a "pre-selector" (to reduce radiation), neither 
of which came with the unit I have. I'd appreciate hearing from anyone 
who has one of these rare birds!

Tne RAZ-1 that Bob, W9RAN speaks of is apparently an RMCA (Radio Marine 
Corporation of America) AR-8503, an early member of the series of regens 
and superhets produced by RCA for commercial marine radio. (The other 
producer at the time was Mackay, with a similar line.) The later 
version, the R-8510 is somewaht more modern in design with 2 audio 
stages and the refinement of an audio output transformer. 


In the fashion of the day, the "Main" frequency band was 350 to 600Kc. 
"High frequncies" of 2 to 24 Mc were used, but less frequently. 


I never knew that the Navy appropriated the AR-8503 and called it the 
RAZ-1, but as we know they took a lot of commercial typeas and put Navy 
nameplates on them. After all the radios had the advantages of being 
adequate to the task, and in production. 


Bob's RAZ-1/AR-8503 uses 3 6K7's and a 6K6 audio output. The 6K6 feeds 
the headphones directly, DC and all. The book specifies the power supply 
as 6v and 90 V batteries, with a tap at 22V. The panel, at least on my 
AR-8503, feels like steel but is actually solid brass with a "satin 
chromium ripple finish". i.e. a ripple stamped or machined into the 
metal, then plated. And yes, a National Type N dial (why re-invent the 
wheel?). The radio is built in the 1930's style with heavy wire in the 
RF section, at neat right angles. My AR-8503 manual is dated February 
1942, and the schematic is dated 12-22-41. (The later version, the 
AR-8510, is somewhat more "modern" in design with 2 audio stages and the 
refinement of an audio output transformer. It was this later unit that 
RCA included in their commercial Model 4U, radio console used during the 
war on the Liberty and Victory ships.) 


A curious thing about these radios: most that I have seen have no 
nameplates, or have had the nameplate defaced. In the case of the 
RAZ-1/AR-8503, there is a 3"x 3" removable door on the panel for tube 
access. This doubles as the namplate. On mine, this plate is still 
there, but has been scratched and ground to remove the serial number, 
and to deface the description and RMCA logo. (If anyone has one in good 
shape, I'd appreciate a super xerox copy.) Can anyone shed light on the 
reasons? 


It was this radio and others like it that probably gave rise to the 
notion that re-radiation gave away the ships position. Much has been 
written on this mail list and others about whether this was actually the 
case, and whether there are any recorded incidents of German subs homing 
in on regens. I have not yet opeted my AR-8503 (or AR-8510, or Mackay 
128-AV) so don't know how much radiation is actually there... a good 
project some day.

"may" have dangerous levels of radiation, such a conclusion if 
proven, would also conclude that the USNavy was suicidal, since it 
approved these types as "Safe".

Greetings Boatacious Ones; 


Several months ago I acquired for a reasonable forfeiture a project 
consisting of a Hewlett Packard 606B signal generator and a companion 
frequency stabilizer, the 8708A Synchronizer. Since then I've worked on 
the 

606B to restore is as best as feasible its former glory and glamour. Like 
Cher, this baby needed dry-docking and a complete makeover, plastic 


included. Time and zest allowing she's finally ready for the Big Show 
(since I don't have a Website use your imagination). 


The most unfortunate part of the 606B's design for the unsuspecting 
stick-diddler (diddle-sticker?) is the RF oscillator and output amplifier 
tank circuits and tuning capacitors are all at Bt, 300 VDC. Which means if 
you use a conductive tool for alignment you're in for as big surprise, as 
it's 

guaranteed you will short out the B+ with unavoidable component damage. 
Such was the case with my latest Hangar Queen. 


I didn't do it, thankfully, I award that distinction to one of the former 
owners. I was alerted to the potential disaster awaiting me upon finding 
evidence of problems in the form of much repair work having been done on 
the power supply and a blown up 100 ohm isolating resistor (R2) in series 
with the B+ going to the oscillator. Its guts were scattered across the 
circuit board it was mounted on and it measured almost 500 ohms. The 
oscillator was running on a little less B+ and apparently wasn't discovered 
by a former owner. Later I found a 220 ohm 1 watt resistor in the 50-170 
Ke output amplifier tank circuit was cracked open. Its resistance was near 
normal but it had suffered a momentary overload, obviously caused by that 
errant metallic alignment tool. 


A pair of transistors and a zener diode in the power supply had been 
replaced but apparently not until nearly every semiconductor on the board 
had been pulled or lifted on one end for testing. The board had a bad case 
of measling, something no plastic surgeon can correct. The regulated 
heater supply was nearly a volt low because the replacement zener (VR5) was 
not selected for the correct voltage, just plain old 10% parts are not good 
enough. I was able to find a "right on" diode after going through about a 
dozen zeners in my hit-n-miss collection...my lucky day. The three power 
transistors on the heat sink were removed and reinstalled with fresh 
thermal compound and the mounting screws were carefully torqued to assure 
low thermal resistance. 


There were mechanical problems too. The shaft bushing on the band pointer 
was frozen to the shaft, having never been lubricated since day one. That 
wasn't a problem for a genius, he just loosened the set screws that held 
the shaft to the RF compartment casting so the shaft could rotate. The 
pointer tensioning spring kept the assembly from falling apart. 
Application of WD-40 to the bushing and about a half hour of slowly 
rotating the bushing on the shaft eventually freed it up to where it could 
be washed out and new lubrication could be applied. 


Three of the ceramic coil forms in the oscillator and output tank circuit 
turrets were broken loose from their epoxied moorings, one coil had part of 
its ceramic broken free from the coil form. After carefully checking all 
of the coils for broken bonds I re-cemented the broken units. On the back 


of the RF output attenuator switch a phenolic wafer was broken, more 
cementing. 


Lubrication was needed throughout, as usual. A tribute to HP's rugged 
designs is their ability to hold up under such negligence. A light haze of 
rust was showing through the chromate plating of the tuning capacitor 
frame, a thin coating of WD-40 was applied with a cotton swab. The tuning 
cap shaft wipers were lubed with Cailube 260NP. 


I was delighted to find that all of the tubes, with exception of the two 
6AW8's tested nearly new. Nevertheless I spent the next three months 
looking for spares at the flea/swaps. 


Going through the entire alignment procedure step-by-step, I learned, is 
essential to restoring proper operation. Many of the coil slugs were out 
of alignment, probably from having been adjusted many times and becoming 
loose in the forms and unable to remain in alignment due to vibration. If 
the output amplifier is not aligned properly the stability of the output 
leveling control loop is affected and oscillations may occur. It takes 
about three trips through the procedure, carefully, to get everything 
right. After I was completely satisfied with the alignment I locked the 
slugs in 

place with clear fingernail polish (they can later be freed with a small 
application of acetone). 


Cosmetically, the 606B was a disaster. The cabinet had a plague of tape 
and sticker goo, once having been owned by the Navy Poseidon Program. 
There were numerous dents and scratches, some severe. About one third of 
the cooling louvers on top were dented in. The front panel had an 
amateurishly applied coating of green car wax, all of the etched lettering 
was green. The meter bezels and knobs were chipped from the generator 
having collided with other junk (probably at the bottom of the pile) while 
Scavenger Joe was bouncing across the railroad tracks in a rush to get his 
favorite spot at the swapfest. Both toggle switches were broken but still 
somewhat functional. After all the work to restore the appearance of 

the 606B was completed I realized that I had answered the wrong calling, 
Cher would have made the job much more lucrative. 


What I have now is a fine vintage, if unoriginal looking, signal generator 
and it will someday be the wonderment of someone;..... "Boy, he sure went to 
a lot of effort....... and I just found a mint unit at ..... etc., etc". A 
friend once said, since when are men incapable of maternal instinct! Only 
the Ugly Duckling's mother knows for sure.
